EARTHQUAKE 
DEVASTATES ITALY 


Tens of thousands left 
homeless as buildings 
crumble around them

LAQUILA, Italy A powerful earthquake in 
mountainous central Italy knocked down 
whole blocks of buildings early Monday as 
residents slept, killing at least 150 people 
in the country’s deadliest quake in nearly 
three decades. Tens of thousands were 
homeless and 1,500 were injured. 

Ambulances screamed through the 
medieval city of LAquila as firefighters 
with dogs and a crane worked feverishly 
to reach people trapped in fallen build- 
ings, including a university dormitory 
where half a dozen students were believed 
still inside. 

Outside the half-collapsed building, part 
of the University of LAquila, tearful young 
people huddled together, wrapped in blan- 
kets, some still in their slippers after being 
roused from sleep by the quake. Dozens 


HOW SEVERE? 

The U.S. Geological Survey said the big 
quake was magnitude 6.3, but Italy’s 
National Institute of Geophysics put it 
at 5.8. More than a dozen aftershocks 
followed. 

managed to escape as the dorm walls fell 
around them but hours after the quake, a 
body of a male student was pulled from the 
rubble. 

“We managed to come down with other 
students but we had to sneak through a 
hole in the stairs as the whole floor came 
down,” said student Luigi Alfonsi, 22. “I 
was in bed— it was like it would never end 
as I heard pieces of the building collapse 
around me.” 

“There was water gushing out of broken 
water pipes, and the corridor which led to 
the stairs was partially blocked when a 
piece of the wall came down,” Alfonsi, his 
eyes filling with tears and his hands trem- 
bling, told The Associated Press. 

Some 10,000 to 15,000 buildings were 


either damaged or destroyed, officials 
said. LAquila Mayor Massimo Cialente 
said about 100,000 people were homeless. 
It was not clear if the mayor’s estimate 
included surrounding towns. 

The quake also has taken a severe toll 
on the city’s prized architectural heritage. 
LAquila was built as a mountain strong- 
hold during the Middle Ages and has 
many prized Romanesque, Gothic and 
Renaissance buildings. 

Parts of many of the ancient churches 
and castles in and around the city have col- 
lapsed. Centuries-old churches in many 
isolated villages in the area are believed 
partly collapsed, and damage to ancient 
monuments has been reported as far as 
Rome. 

The quake hit 26 towns and cities around 
LAquila, which lies in a valley surrounded 
by the Apennine mountains. Castelnuovo, 
a hamlet of about 300 people 15 miles (25 
kilometers) southeast of LAquila, appeared 
hard hit, and five were confirmed dead 
there. Another small town, Onno, was 
almost leveled.

Continental, Delta 
and United— were 
clustered in the 
middle, while 
regional air carriers 
filled out the bot- 
tom rungs. 

After its worst 
year for customer 
complaints in more 
than a decade in 
2007, the airline 
industry last year 
flew fewer people 
but treated them 
better, arriving on time more often and los- 
ing fewer bags. Passengers also were not as 
apt to be bumped from flights by overbook- 
ing, which was a big problem when airlines 
were running at or over capacity 

The downside: Fewer flights, higher pric- 
es— some airlines now charge extra for any 
luggage— and fewer frills. 

The average on-time performance last 
year was 3 percentage points better than 
the year before, yet nearly one-quarter of 
all flights were late.

‘As the employees clean out the trash from the train cars at the 
end of the line (Kimball and Lawrence) those discarded newspapers 
get tossed in the regular garbage cans along with the other trash,” 
Debbie Grossman wrote in an e-mail, “I guess it's just too much 
trouble to take an extra moment to separate the newspapers from 
the other trash,” 

CTA trash is sorted by an outside vendor after all the trash has 
been collected, and an additional vendor handles trash materials 
including oil and batteries, CTA spokeswoman Wanda Taylor said. 
The transit agency also maintains separate containers for other recy- 
cling efforts, including at garages and rail yards to separate materials 
including scrap metals and aluminum cans.

There are more avenues than ever to express 
yourself— but some information is too much

Lauri Apple does not want to be your random Facebook 
friend. 

She doesn’t want your tweets. 

In fact, don’t text her at all. The Lakeview resident doesn’t 
even have SMS capability on her cell phone. 

Apple, a visual artist and photographer, prefers real-world 
interactions to virtual ones, she said. In January, Apple re- 
turned from a monthlong Facebook hiatus, slashing her 350 
friend count down to 50. 

“I get all these comments from people like, T’m so lonely, 
and I have no one to talk to me,’ ’’Apple, 33, said of some in 
her circle of online-oriented companions. “I always want to 
ask: ‘Why are you choosing to Gchat this to me? Why don’t 
you call me, or let’s go to a coffee shop and have a conversa- 
tion with inflection and feeling?’ ” 



Apple maybe an exception in a world where people increasingly use 
MySpace, Facebook, Twitter, 'YouTube, blogs and even multiplayer 
online games to communicate with like-minded individuals, some- 
times including what might have previously been considered dirty 
details of their lives. Locals told RedEye their friends have posted 
play-by-play updates about of intimate aspects of their sex lives, 
disdain for a current boss or a messy breakup. Some even have been 
driven to delete a friend for oversharing. 

That was the case for Angela Walker, a Markham resident who said 
she nixed her own brother as a Facebook friend because of over-the- 
top status messages rife with profanity and misogynistic musings. 

“I warned him several times: ‘Clean it up or Fm going to delete 
you,”’ said Walker, 37, of her younger bro’s updates. “I even had a status 
{update} that said, ‘My potty-mouthed brother is going to get deleted.’ 
He didn’t stop. He got deleted.” 

Celebs, too, are in tell-all mode when it comes to the Interwebs. 

Last month, Ashton Kutcher put a photo of wife Demi Moore’s 
underwear-clad tush on his Twitter page and tweeted “shhh don’t tell 
wifey” Diddy recently live-tweeted the details of a tantric sex session, 
one-upping past 'YouTube videos where he showed off his morning 
mouth-crust. 


Meanwhile, it’s getting even easier to share online. 

A new Twitter application allows users to automatically tweet their 
Facebook status to both friends and followers. Last month, popular 
and profane testimonial site fmylife.com launched a mobile version for 
contributors clamoring to submit their most humiliating moments for 
public scrutiny That includes a posting from “caughtontape” who ’fes- 
sed up to having a noticeable erection during a group yearbook shot. 

'Yeesh. 

The walls of privacy have crumbled down around us. Welcome to 
TMI Nation. Population: you. 

The “me, me, me” focus of online updates makes Average Janes 
feel like Angelina Jolie and Joe Blows like George Clooney, accord- 
ing to Talmadge Wright, an associate professor of sociology at Loyola 
University The tendency toward TMI is almost irresistible when there 
are so many places to share, Wright said. Still, Wright and others said, 
oversharing isn’t all bad. 

Beverly resident Stradford Stone II, a self-proclaimed Facebook 
fanatic, uses the medium to promote his upcoming Best Blog in the 
Whole World. He says the site is the best place to plant his observa- 
tions about relationships or reveal pop culture trivia tidbits. 

But what bothers Stone is that some people share too much too 
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Online freedoms and communities are the antithesis 
of a stilted “privacy^' movement that emerged during the 
Victorian era, according to Loyola’s Wright, who has stud- 
ied the social interaction of online gamers since 2000, 
Wright said that the impromptu sense of community and 
freedom of expression within those gamer communities can 
be extrapolated to interactions within Facebook, MySpace 
and %uTube video diaries, 

“We spend so much time as adults overscheduled and 
going from appointment to appointment,” Wright said 
“There are so few places you can just be yourself and get 
outside of everyday life , We have so many demands that we 
didn’t have to face even 40 years ago,” 

Tweeting to your friends about topics from a pending 
divorce to sadness over a sick pet brings back an overarch- 
ing sense of solidarity and connectedness missing from 
modern society, Wright said, 

“There are some bad people out there, but it would sur- 
prise you how many good people are out there,” Wright 
said, “And the sympathy they will extend to you when and

The guest list included Valerie Jarre tt 
and U.S. Secretary of Education Arne 
Duncan, both longtime Chicagoans 
with close ties to President Obama; Gov 
Quinn; former House Speaker Dennis

The party, closed to almost all media, 
was expected to provide a distilled taste 
of Chicago, including a tour of the Art 
Institute’s new Modern Wing, and a 
performance by Chicago blues legends 
Buddy Guy and Koko Taylor. 

The menu was created by Tony 
Mantuano, executive chef of Spiaggia, 
a favorite haunt of Michelle and Barack 
Obama. 


For months. South Side residents have 
called the city complaining about the 
craterlike potholes along Garfield Boulevard 
near Throop Street.

Student pilot nabbed after wild ride

DETROIT In a game that matched two teams 
on a mission, North Carolina found itself 
fulfilling the wishes of four players who 
returned after a disappointing Final Four 
last year to cut down the nets at Ford Field, 

The Tar Heels built a lead that grew to as 
many as 24 in the first half, then used it as a 
cushion to repel any attempts by Michigan 
State to come back, gaining an 89-72 vic- 
tory over the Spartans to win the national 
championship Monday before a record 
crowd of 72,922. 

Carolina (34-4) finished an impressive 
NCAA run that saw it defeat six oppo- 
nents, including ViUanova, by an average of 
20,2 points, winning no game by fewer than 
12. It marked the Tar Heels^ fifth national 
championship, tying Indiana for third all- 
time, and enabled Roy Williams to become 
the 13th head coach to win more than one, 

Wayne Ellington scored 17 of his 19 
points in the first half when the Tar Heels 
built their sizable advantage and set a cham- 
pionship game record with 55 points. 

Point guard Ty Lawson scored 21 points, 
dished out six assists and set a title game 
record with eight steals, Tyler Hansbrough 
added 18 points. Those three players, along 
with Danny Green, all resolved to return 
to the team and not test the NBA waters 
after losing in the national semifinals last 


year. Their plan paid off in a big way 
The Spartans (31-j), who said they wanted 
to win to give the economically depressed 
Detroit area something to smile about, 
committed 14 turnovers in falling behind 
by 21 points at the half 
They couldn’t muster a comeback of any 
significance early in the second half even 
though the Tar Heels made only three of 
their first 16 shots from the field in the 
opening 10 -plus minutes.

Jordan soars 
into the Hall

DETROIT Air Jordan has a new name: 
Hall of Famer. 

Michael Jordan, NBA champ, 
MVP and Dream Teamer, was elected 
to the class of 2009 on Monday with 
David Robinson, John Stockton, Utah 
Jazz coach Jerry Sloan and Rutgers 
women’s coach C. Vivian Stringer. 

Induction is Sept. 10-12 in 
Springfield, Mass. 

“I don’t like being up here for the 
Hall of Fame because at that time 
your basketball career is completely 
over,” Jordan said. 

“I was hoping this day would be 20 
more years, or actually go in when I’m 
dead and gone.” 

Jordan’s Hall of Fame selection was 
a slam dunk after he retired as perhaps 
the greatest player in history And he 
gave much of the credit Monday to 
his college coach. 

“There’s no way you guys would 


have got a chance to see Michael 
Jordan play without Dean Smith,” he 
said. 

His soaring dunks, Nike com- 
mercials and ‘Air Jordan” nickname 
helped stamp him as one the most 
recognizable athletes around the 
world. He finished a 15-year career 
with the Bulls and Washington 
Wizards with 32,292 points— the 
third-highest total in league history 
His final career average of 30.12 goes 
down as the best, just ahead of Wilt 
Chamberlain’s 30.07. 

The five-time NBA MVP won six 
titles with the Bulls and another in 
college with North Carolina. 

On Monday, he joked that when he 
saw Stockton and Robinson he was 
ready to hit the court again. 

“I always want to be able to have 
you thinking I can always go back and 
play the game of basketball and put 
your shorts on,” Jordan said.

LOS ANGELES Chris Brown pleaded not guilty 
Monday to threatening and assaulting Rihanna, 
The 19 -year-old R&B singer appeared in an L,A, 
courtroom alongside his lawyer, Mark Geragos, 
Brown entered his plea, speaking in a soft voice, 
while his mother sat in the first row, red-eyed. 

He was charged in March by L, A, County pros- 
ecutors with felony assault likely to cause great 
bodily injury and making criminal threats. He was 
arrested nearly a month earlier after police said he 
was involved in an early morning altercation with 
a woman who identified the “Run It!” singer as her 
attacker. 

Court records list Brown's victim as “Robyn F,” 
Rihanna's real name is Robyn Rihanna Fenty 
The 2i-year-old “Umbrella” singer was repre- 
sented by attorney Donald Etra, who said after 
the hearing that the singer is in “fine spirits” and 
spending time with her family in Barbados, 

Etra also said Rihanna is hoping that a deal can 
be worked out before a preliminary hearing or trial 
in the case, but that she will testify if required to, 
“She would be pleased if this was over quickly,” 
Etra said, 

Etra said Brown's plea was “totally expected,” 
If convicted. Brown could be sentenced to pro- 
bation or nearly five years in prison. 

Neither side has publicly addressed Brown and 
Rihanna's relationship since the incident. 

But there has been discernible fallout and back- 
lash since Brown's arrest. Neither singer performed 
at the Grammy Awards hours after the alleged 
beating, and both also were no-shows for the Kids' 
Choice Awards show held March 28, 

Sponsors have stopped using Brown, some 
radio stations have stopped playing his music 
and some broadcasters have even started 
playing an anti-Chris Brown song created 
by the little-known dance group Smoke 
Jumpers,
